Wireless Called Plenty of Vessels to Assistance of 


Disabled Ship—Many Americans Aboard on 


Way to New York—Navigation Where 


Trouble Occurred is Fraught With 


Danger at All Times. 


Southampton, Eng., Sept. 20.—Less "Whitney, Harry Widener and Frank 


than two hours after she had cleared 
this iport with 1200 passengers and a 
crew of 1,000 men and with the largest 
cargo ever carried by an ocean liner 
jamming her holds, the giant White 
Star Liner Olympic, largest passenger 
vessel in the world, was rammed in 
the Cowes roadstead by the British 
cruiser Hawke. 


The great steel shod prow of the 


warship ploughed through the plate? 
on the starboard quarter of the big 
passenger liner, wounding her so des- 
perately that her commander, the vet- 
eran Commander Smith, head of the 
"White Star 
lines navigating 
force? 


turned her prow shoreward and beach- 
ed her on the shifting sands

borne Bay. 
The first word of the col- 


lision reached the general offices of the 
White Star line here by wireless fron

run her ashore but that his collision i

N observant man has said, "Housekeepers waste more energy worry- 


ing over petty things than would run an ocean liner." The remark 
•Is not only true of some housekeepers, but the saddest part of Its 
truth is the pettiness of the things they worry over. 


Ve are told by philosophers that we should not worry about anything, 


that If we have the right conception of the universe and the principle by 
which it is governed, worry will be eliminated. 
But despite all this, some 


big troubles come along, now and then, that seem Impossible not to worry 
about.But It Is a waste of energy to worry over the petty things that are 
sure to crop up In a day's housekeeping, but which are really of no Im- 
portance In the great scheme of life Itself. It is these things, housekeepers 
worry over and fume over, until they do consume energy sufficient to run 
an ocean liner. 
Such housekeepers worry because the cook persistently puts the Jar 


of rice on the shelf in the cellarway instead of in the pantry, or hangs her 
cooking utensils on different hooks from those which the housewife in- 
tended. 
Such housewives worry if the maid piles the sofa cushions at 


different angles from their usual position, or puts the shams over the 
pillows with the wrong edge up. They are always in a fume because such 
Infinitesimal matters are not just as they would themselves have them. 
And such worry does consume energy that could be put to much better 
and happier purposes. 


• This result is bad enough, but there are others that are worse. This 


continual fretting and fuming and worrying creates a most unpleasant 
atmosphere In the home. Everybody's nerves, and, as a consequence, tem- 
per gets on edge. The home of the housewife who worries over petty things 
la usually the home of irritability. 
Serenity, tranqulllty, cheeriness flee it. 


Another disastrous result also follows. Think ahead to the kind of 


woman such a housewife will become in the course of a few years. Her 
mind and her life will be entirely filled with the pettiest, most trivial mat- 
ters 
She will know nothing but trifles. She will be incapable of giving 


her "attention to the big or the beautiful things of life. 


No good housekeeper wishes to countenance waste, extravagance or 


untidiness. But there Is a difference between preventing these and worrying 
over petty trifles that are altogether inconsequential. The real errors that 
need remedying she should take hold of In a resolute, masterful way, and 
'root out; but these little, petty things she should not allow to master her 
and drive serenity, all enjoyment of the better out of her life.

The man was right In saying the habit consumed more energy than 


'would run an ocean liner. But it does worse things than this. It destroys 
the happy atmosphere of the home, and it prevents the higher development 
of the one who worries. 
The housewife who finds that these little annoy- 


ances of housekeeping are getting hold of her should look the matter 
uarely ln tne face> decide what Is worth taking in and remedying, 


•what should be dismissed from her mind for the trifles they are. 
Other- 


wise she will stunt her own life, and make miserable the lives of dear 
onea "about her.

Ocular Defects In Artists. 


It was said of the late Edwin A. Ab- 


bey that his nearsightedness had mu< h 
to do with his close attention to de- 
tail, one of the characteristics of his 
art. 
An illustrator who does work 


in black and white, speaking of II r. 
Abbey's conscientious drawing in of 
details, -wondered how much ocular 
defects accounted for certain aptitudes 
of well known artists. 


"A cynical person told me the other 


day," he said, "that he half believed 
every 
impressionistic 
painter 
was 


nearsighted and drew what he saw 
with Ms glasses off. 
It sounds sen- 


sible. 


"And consider me. I am completely 


color blind. I cannot even tell blue 
from yellow, a failing which is rarer 
than red-green color blindness. 


"Tet I -would not see colors if I 


could. TThen I draw, you see, I put 
In precisely the effects I get in nature, 
and they tell me that shade gradation 
is the chief merit of my work.

RAILROADS FOR TAXATION 


The taxable \alues of street, suburban and interurban utilways have 


been increased ?8o.099,oOO, and the indnidual property owner, especially the 
farmer and home owner, will profit by the increased amount of taxes these 
corpoiations -\\ill pay under the high and proper valuation. 


In 1910, all Ohio street, subuiban and interurban railroad pioperty was 


appiaised for $30.382,927; in iyU the total value was placed at $115,4S2,2S7, 
or iieaih four times as much 


The repot t of the State Tax Commission discloses that even the street 


railway companies did not get a scmaio deal under the old s\stem ot apprais- 
ing propeity for taxation, although all weie favored, some to a greater ex- 
tent than others, and paid less taxes in propoition to their property than 
others. 


In 1910 the property of the Cincinnati Traction 
company was 
ap- 


praised at $2.8^1.000 while the Cleveland Railway company was placed on 
the tax duplicate for $7,OS l.M)0. 
These figures, had they represented 
the 


true -\alue of the propeity, .would indicate that the property of the Cleve- 
Jand Railway company \vas worth nearly four times that of the Cincinnati 
Ti action company. 
In 1911 the property of the Cincinnati Traction com- 


pan> w.is appraised at ?IS 123,416, while that of the Cleveland Railway com- 
pany was placed on the tax duplicate for $18,463,140. 


The State Tax Commission, after a thorough investigation by 
experts, 


learned that the two properties were of about the same value. In Cleveland, 
the big public service coiporations have not for many years dominated the 
municipal govern fen t. There is no George B. Cox there, and, as a result, 
Clei eland taxing officers placed the Cleveland Railway property on the du- 
plicate at a icasouably high figure—reasonable considering the old way of 
appiaising propeity. 


But hings were different down in Cincinnati. There 
the 
amount of 


taxes a corporation paid largely -was legulated by the size ot its campaign 
contnbution. The manipulation of the taxing power has long been resorted 
to ! v political bosses to strengthen themselves, and, it is evident, from the 


1910 
and lull values of Cle\eland and Cincinnati railway properties 
that 


the Cox machine members do not need any lessons in the art of using the 
taxing power to further machine interests.

A tentative course of study in the 
ubject of agriculture for 
the 
ele- 


mentary public schools ot Ohio 
has 


been prepared by State 
School Com- 


missioner Frank W Miller, who is 
state superintendent of agricultural 
education and his four supervisors of 
agriculture, J R. Clarke of Columbus; 
L S Ivins of Lebanon; H. K. Goll ot 
Swanton, and S. A. Harbourt of Aml- 
over. 


In the primary grade the instruc- 


tion is to relate to the trees, plants, 
animals, birds, nest 
building, 
land- 


scape, fruits, seeds, etc. 


In the first division pupils should 


be taught to study domestic animals, 
plants, trees and bird life more ex- 
tensively than in the preceding divi- 
sion: seed distribution1, grains, shel- 
ter for animals, bird migration, caie 
of chickens and farm animals, exper- 
iment in growing cutings 
in water, 


sand or loam; protection of buds, 
cause of rain, frost, hail, snow 
and 


ice: altitude of sun at noon, and at 
different months, preparation of soil, 
care and use of garden tools. 


In the next division there is an am- 


plification of the work of the preceding 
division, together with 
instruction 


relating to minerals, the preparation 
and maintenance of lawns, study or 
simple tools and machines, origin ol 
soils, elimination 'of household pests, 
study of water "supplies, lighting sys- 
tems, transplanting 
tree 
practice, 


good roads, marketing of agricultural 
products and formation of agricultural 
clubs. 


In the fourth and last division it is 


stipulated that the 
time 
for 
this 


course should run two years. Earlier 
work should be reviewed. 
The work 


in this division embraces a larger 
study of corn, grains, fruit, weeds, 
fungi, insects, forage crops, dairying, 
housing of farm animals, farm 
ma- 


chinery, soils, poultry raising, tobac- 
co raising, orchards, forestry, etc.

Cases Since Aug. U5. 


In a statement secured by the Ad- 


vocate at the office of Health Officer 
W. H. Knauss, it was learned that 
the total number of eases of typhoid 
fever which aie 
immediately 
c6"n- 


nected with the present epidemic in 
the city is 40, this nurii'ber 
having 


been reported since Aug. 25. 


The statement made Monday that 


there were 29 cases included 
only 


those which had been reported lor 
the first 15 days of September, the 
other 11 cases having been report- 
ed in August. 


This complete statement is made 


to set at rest the rumors that have 
been Hying around thick and fast 
to the effect that here aie several 
hundred cases in the 
present epi- 


demic in the city. 


The list of typhoid victims pub- 


lished with this story was complete 
up to Wednesday morning, and in- 
cludes all the present coses which 
have been reported to the health of- 
ficer, and as will be noticed, three 
have recovered and one death 
re- 


sulted, leaving 37 cases now under 
quarantine in the city. 


The department is still watching 


suspicious cases carefully and 
all 


cases of fever are guarded against 
possible contagion, until it is proven 
that it is not a case of typhoid. 


Scientists claim that 
the system 


can not be purged of typhoid fever 
germs, but Uncle Sam, does not take 
this view of the matter, and is now 
using anti-toxin for the prevention 
of the disease. 


It is stated that the army uSes 


all the available anti-toxin in its 'de- 
termined attack on the prevalence of 
this disease. An Advocate reporter 
was informed Tuesday that 
army 


surgeons inject live hundred mil- 
lion typhus germs as a first dose ailcl 
this is followed later by an injectfo'H' 
of just double that number. 


The use of this preventative 
for 


typhoid had not become general in 
civil practice, few physicians caring 
to assume the responsibility for the 
results. 
Like 
vaccination, 
some 


cases 
may result 
seriously, 
and 


therefore its use in general practice 
has not become popular. More than 
that it is difficult to obtain the ma- 
terial from the laboratory 
of 
the 


bacteriologists' on account of 
the 


big demand from the army. 


The local department is satisfied 
that it is able to explain the source 
of infection of the present epidemic 
andrit is also pretty certain that the 
origin of the infection which 
was 


spread by the 
abated source, 
has 


been" located. 
In all instances, the 


pprsons responsible for the infection 
•were innocent of their misfortune, 
not knowing of the presence of the 
disease until the 
damage had 
been 


done. 


As has been frequently stated, tTie 


_ department has the situation -well in 
hand and there 
is no 
cause 
for 


alarm, as it is believed that the epi- 
demic will die out when the present 
infection has spent its force.

The prosecutor has been informed

A Safe, Quick Way to Clean Silver 


(Recommended by tha GoldDutt Twins) 


Instead of scouring and rubbing each' 


piece of silver after each meal, put the 
silver in a separate tin by itself; cover 
with lukewarm water, to which a table- 
spoonful of Gold Dust washing powder 
has been added. Set the pan on the range 
until the water gets to boiling point; lift 
the silver out, wipe each piece with a 
soft linen cloth and 
polish with a 


chamois skin. Silver that is seldom used 
should be wrapped in Canton flannel.
